Mr. Laird Briggs, secretary of the Altona City 
Youth Theatre, has struck back at criticism from 
the Altona Council over the first drama festival 


for secondary s 


year. 


Cr. Ted Hubble, portfolio holder 
for cultural activities, was the critic 
of the festival, which attracted only 


three schools, 


Cr, Hubble (Star- 
Advertiser 29/9 said 
“Many of the entries 
‘were below standard,” 
and added: “In fact, 
we. could well do 
without them in Al- 
tona.” 

In reply, a strongly- 
worded Mr. Briggs says: 

“It is most unfortunate 
that the councillor with 
the portfolio for cultural 
activities was unable to 
present the council an ac- 
curate report on ‘the 
festival held several 
months ago. . 

- ? "It is hoped that in fu- 
ture he will acquaint him- 
self with the facts before 
making statements. 

“The Altona Drama 
Festival for western sub- 
urbs secondary schools 
was jointly run by the 
Altona Drama Group and 
thé Altona’ City Theatre 
“aS a means of encours 
aging an. interest in 
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drama among the youth 
of this area, and to pro- 
vide a forum for such 
performances. 


“All prize money and. 


trophies are presented by 
the organisers. 


“‘Like the Altona 
Drama Group, our 
organisation has also 
been discussing the ar- 
‘rangements for the 1977 
festival. -We discussed the 
absence of entries from 
Altona schools, and ex: 


pressed .our dis- 
appointment, 
“It is proposed to 


provide directors for any 
Altona schools next year 
if this be their reason for 
not taking part. 


“The three schools who 
participated this year 
were Maribyrnong High, 
who presented the first 
act from Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf, Laverton 
High who gave Jack Hib- 

berd’s one-act Who, and 
St. John’s College of 
Braybrook, who pre- 
sented a play written by 
‘two of the cast. 

“I believe one of the 
actors was 14, and 
other 15. It was most 
pleasing to see a school 
encouraging students to 
write and perform their 
own works. . 

“It seems strange that 
Cr, Hubble should single 
‘out one play for particua 
lar praise and attack the 
others stating: ‘Ip fact, 
we could well do without 
them in Altoria’. 

“Is this the type of 
support:. we usually re- 
ceive from councillors, or 
is this the way he encour- 
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chools, held in Altona earlier. this 


ages schools 
participate next year?” 


“It also seems strange 
for’ Cr. Hubble, who is 
not noted for his attends 
ance at theatre, suddenly 
to become a , theatre 
critic: Not only this, but 
it takes several months 
for a report to be pre- 
sented to council and to 
appear in the local Press; 


“The article stated that 
the town clerk had re- 
ceived complaints, and 
that these complaints had 
not been passed on to the 
organisers of tlie festival. 
_ Is this fair? a 
- “Are we to remain ig- 
norant of these com- 
plaints and their 
particular nature? Are we 
not- permitted to know 
this in.order to make a 
possible reply? 

“Surely common cour- 
tesy dictates that these 
should be passed on to 
the organisers to at least 
comment’ upon’ before 
being written up in the 
Press , .* 7 

“We have received no 
complaints about the se- 
lection of the plays pre- 
sented. The schools have 
received none from par- 
ents at the festival; 

“The judge, in her 
comments, said she did 
not agree with the choice 


of plays, because they rez 
quired people ith 
a‘acting maturity’, She 


never at any stage criti- 
cised the choice because 
of -content, We suggest 
that if any criticisms 
were received about the 
content, they have been 
grossly exaggerated. 

“The Altona City The- 
atre does not, and will 
not, consider any form of 
censorship relating ‘to 
choice of plays presented 
by schools in the festival, 

“The Altona Council 
has referred the matter 
tothe Altona Arts Advi- 
sory Council with the 
suggestion that it may 
consider the possibility of 
drawing up guidelines for 
the future conduct of 
festivals: if it considers 
this appropriate. 

“With “respect, it is 
necessary to point out 
that this is a matter 
which is entirely outside 
the jurisdiction of the 
AAAC, No member of 
this group, except the 
chairman, was present at 
the festival, thus making 
any discussion useless; 

“Could this type of 
reference lead to inter- 
ference in the life and 


to activities 


of . cultural 
hodies in this city? 
“Could it lead to the 
AAAC being asked at 
some future date to con- 
sider drawing up guide- 
lines for the conduct of 
the annual art show be- 
cause a councillor says 
he has heard criticism 
from someone who probs 
ably does not understand 
or appreciate art? 
“Surely a school ‘has 
the right to select. the 
material it considers suit- 
able for study without 
the interference of out- 
side bodies, - 
“A school must always 
: have ‘the right to select 
what ‘they consider suit- 
able for a schools drama 
festival .e. 
“It is to be hoped that, 
despite the .unfounded 
statements and.criticisms 
that have been levelled at 
Laverton High and St. 
John’s College, these and 
other schools will enter 
“the festival next year. 
“The Altona City The- 
atre is against any cen- 
sorship~ body ° being 
associated with the 
festival, and will continue 
to rely on good judg- 
ement of those qualified 
to make such judgements 
— the schoo! principals, 
the qualified drama 
teachers and people who 
have a genuine interest in 
the theatre. i 
“We would appreciate 
copies of any correson- 
dence received from the 
public, or-is the source of 
complaint the usually ‘re- 
liable’ and ‘popular’ word 
of mouth. comment that 
- becomes: even more dise 
torted as it passes along 
the line? - 
. “We trust. that Altona 
Council and Cr. Hubble 
will continue to support 
the festival, for we con- 


sider ita most worth- 
while part of our 
activities. 


“It is hoped that the 
disappointing feature of 
1976 — the absence of 
Altona representation — 
will not be the case in 
1977,” Mr. Briggs said.

Centres have been 
operating in the southern 
and eastern suburbs for a 
number of years and the 
association says the need 
for a centre in the west is 


urgent, 
The association’s pre- 
sident, Mr. John Brett, 


said the condition of many 
autistic children improved 
considerably with proper 
training and it was tragic 
that children in the west 
were being denied these 
facilities. . 
He said the association 
was anxious to hear from 
parents whose children 
would benefit from a 
centre. . 
Autism is a rare and 
baffling condition affect- 
ing one child in every 
4000: Autistic children 
have extreme difficulty in 
relating to’ other children 
and cannot make sense of, 
what is going on around 
them. 

They have special defi- 
ciencies, mainly in the Ian- 
guage and social emotional 
areas which limit their 
ability to relate to their 
environment and learn 
from their experiences. 

~ They appear very aloof, 
and are often described as 
“living in a world of their 
own.” 

The association is a non- 
profit organisation, estab- 
lished in 1967 by parents 
and friends of autistic chil- 
dren to help provide 
specialist training.
